Then the girl insisted that 
Caklos, who was 28 years old, marry 
her at once and he went away. There 
was a period when she did not work 
and for a year or two she did not hear 
from Caklos, according to her cousin, 
Mrs. Chabina. Then came a letter 
from San Francisco to Miss Honek. 


Get Him Out of Prison. 

It told her that Caklos had been sent 
to a California workhouse and said 
that he wanted her to come and get 
him out. She drew her savings from an 
Fast St. Louis bank and went to Calf- 
fornia, paid Caklos’ fine and when he 
was free left him and returned to her 
work. 

Caklos followed her back to East St. 
Louis and insisted on her marrying him. 
He had no employment and the girl re- 
fused. According to her cousin, she 
told him she would consent if he would 
‘i & job and show a disposition to keep

was a quarrel, and the neighbors were 
not surprised when the meeting of the 
couple ended in a tragedy.

On Board Train Bound for the Front 
With the Colonel.

CLEVELAND, O., June 1. 
+ Col. Roosevelt's advance on Chicago 
has moved smoohtly so far, except for 
a chunk of rock rolled on the New York 
Central tracks two miles above Tarry- 
town by mischievous boys who did not 
even know the Colonel was coming. The 
stone smashed the nose of the cow 
eatcher and bounded along under the 
train, broke the brake beam of a mid- 
die car of the 10-car train and set off

Roosevelt made no comment on the 
train upon the events of the day. Know- 
ing nothing, he said, it was not his 
habit to comment on nothing. He said 
this witu apparent seriousness.

“The Roosevelt delegates demand that 
I come to Chicago, not as a candidate, 
but because, for the time being, I stand 
as representing the principles for which 
the rank and file of the Republican 
party have overwhelmingly decided in 
the states where they have had the 
opportunity to express their wishes at 
primaries.

“This fairness makes no impression 
on me, nor will it on the country,” sald 
Committeeman Capers, a Roosevelt ad- 
herent. 

The Fourth Texas District next called, 
presented another contest of Taft deie- 
gates against Roosevelt men. Both 
sides claimed regularity in the selection 
of delegates. 

Wallace Tewnsend, attorney for the 
Taft delegates, produced records pur- 
porting to show that at various county 
conventions in the district the Roose- 
velt forces ‘‘arbitrarily disregarded the 
credentials of delegates known to favor 
Taft.”” He contended that the regu- 
larity in the selection of delegates to 
the national convention could be cred- 
ited only to the Taft men. 

Lyon read the calls for the county 
convention and the records of the Cre- 
dentials committees, saying they proved 
conclusively that the contest of the Taft 
delegates was based on “‘purely mythical 
proof.”

The contest from the Fifth Texas Dis- 
trict presented another. challenge by 
Taft men of the regularity of Roosevelt 
delegates.

Eugene Marshall, one of the Taft del- 
egates, declared “a riot call’ had been 
turned in in an effort to prevent the 
Taft forces presenting a minority cre- 
dentials report, under which they ob- 
tained control of the convention. 

Col. Lyon, for the Roosevelt faction, 
declared the Roosevelt men on the Dis- 
trict Committee haa seated the Taft 
delegation from Dallas County.

T. R. Headquarters Announces 
Action, McKinley Hints at 
Disclosures.

CHICAGO, June 15.—Charles Banks, 
the Mississippi negro delegate who, the 
Taft managers had announced, would 
second Taft’s nomination, has returned 
to W. B. McKinley, the Taft manager,

TRAIN STOPS Writ 
NEBRASKA TORNADO 
URUSSES IN FRONT 


Passengers on Union Pacific 
Badly Frightened as Storm 
Sweeps Across Tracks. 





BEATRICE, Neb., June 15.—Late news 
from the scene of last night’s tornado 


in Gage and Lancaster counties shows 
that at least one life and probably two 
were lost. 

Mrs. John Ideus was ‘tein kfflled 
at her home near Adams, when fer 
house was blown down. Her daughter 
was fatally injured. 

The dwelling house of Emil Keller, 
near Hallam, was destroyed, but the 
family escaped uninjured, The storm 
traveled southeast from that point, 
blowing down barns and outbuildings. 
The southbound Union Pacific passen- 
ger, which arrived here at 6:30 o’clock 
from Lincoln, came near being caught in 
the storm. Conductor Murray stopped 
his train a mile south of Cortland, from 
which point the tornado swept to the 
east, across the tracks ahead of the 
train. The passengers were badly fright- 
ened. 
Southeast of Cortland many barns and 
outbuildings were levelled. MHailstones 
measuring 14 inches in circumference 
fell, Telegraph and tetephone wires were 
wrecked. The storm covered a strip of 
territory about a mile in width.

CHICAGO, June 15.—Following a 
chemical examination of the viscera 


of Arthur Lindorf, aged 15, Mrs, 
Louise Lindorf, his mother, and Henry 
Kuby, a roomer at the Lindorf house, 
were taken into custody of the police 
and the déaths of the woman's two 
husbands and two other children are 
under investigation,

Alma Groanke Lindorf died Aug. 4, 
1911, supposedly from heart disease. -In- 
sured for $1300. 

Coroner Hoffman will make a full in- 
vestigation of the case. 

After the arrest of Mrs. Lindorf de 
tectives searched her house for poison. 
Several “‘white powders” were. found,

“The rules and régulations, as pre- 
pared by thé Public Service Commission, 
if adopted by the Municipal Assembly, 
will silence the criticism of the Southern 
Illinois Traction franchise.

TREDIN 1908 


Temporary Injunction Granted 
Negro Republicans Against 
Police Is Dissolved. 


SHIELDS EXPLAINS DELAY 


While Other Business Took His 
Time, Supreme Court Passed 
on Issue. 








A temporary § injunction, issued 
Sept. 11, 1907, restraining Chief of 
Police Creecy and Capt. Gaffney from 
interfering with the operation of the 
Missouri Negro Republican League 
-Club, 2349 Chestnut street, was dis- 
solved Saturday by Circuit Judge 
Shields, who had had the case under 
advisement since early in 1908. 

Explaining the long delay, the Judge 
stated in deciding the case that it 
was because of his doubt whether 
equity would enjoin police cases like 
this, because of conflicting opinions 
of the courts and partly because of 
press of other cases. He accord- 
ingly held up his decision until the 
case of the Modern Horseshoe Club 
against Seward et al. had been de- 
cided by the Supreme Court. This 
case was decided at the April term, 
1912, and the law of the State was 
declared to be that the police could 
not be restrained in such cases. 

The evidence, Judge Shields said, dis- 
closed that while the club was ostensibly 
for the uplift of the negro and the in- 
culcation of the principles of the Repub- 
lican party, the manager was permitted 
to violate the law for his own benefit. 
He pointed out that the temporary in- 
junction that had been in force so long 
did not prevent the police from regulat- 
ing the club but only from placing a 
policeman in it.

A GREAT MAN’S LAWLESS LOVE. 
ARONESS VON HEDEMANN’S 
K life story, called “My Friend- 
ship with Prince Hohenlohe,” be- 
longs by right to another era of his- 
tory, when powerful men were expect- 
ed to flaunt their irregular love af- 
fairs in the face of the world and the 
common people were still too common 
and too much awed by the privileged 
tlass to show their natural horror of 
such relations. But the Baroness still 
lives and Chancellor Hohenlohe has 
been dead but a short time, and yet 
Germany appears to have been not 
greatly shocked by this pair's open- 
ly living together, 

The book is charmingly written, 
one may even say delicately, for 
there is nothing in it to satisfy the 
appetite of the mere scandal monger. 
It was a genuine love affair, stretch- 
ing over many years while history 
was being made with amazing rapidi- 
ty. But we see the Prince only as a 
lover and whatever the Baroness may 
know of the inside of events that 
enthralled the world while they were 
happening, there is not a word of 
them in this book. The secrets of the 
German Chancellerie are preserved 
inviolate, though there is every rea- 
son to believe that this brilliant wom- 
an was the closest confidante and 


_@dviser, the highest personage in the 


German Empire, next to the Kaiser, 
had for many years. 

The Baroness’ life began in trage- 
@y. Her mother became go insane 
just before her birth that she was 


/ confined in a madhouse and it was 


there that the baby girl came into 
the world. Several years later, the 
Baron von Hedemann, her father, di- 
voroed her mother and married a sec- 
ond time. It was necessary for him 
to get rid of the girl during the hon- 
eymoon and she was sent to an 
uncle’s, where she met a handsome 
horse trainer with whom she fell 
desperately in love. But he had no 
means and before he could acquire 
it, her father married her to a mia- 
die-aged banker with a great for- 
tuna 

Meanwhile the horse trainer had be- 
come a Meutenant in the army and he 
goon was assigned to duty in the town 
where the young bride lived. The in- 
evitable happened and when a child was 
born of her lawless relations with the 
lieutenant, her husband threw her out 
and divorced her. Then came hard 
Gays, while the lieutenant vainly en- 
deavored to wed her lawfully, an event 
the Catholic Church refused to sanction 
and the Baroness through all her sins 
and her days as @ social outcast re 
mained true to the tenets of her mit- 


gion. 
Her husband's powerful family was

He introduced himself as “Count L,” 
and he was known thus until a short 
time later—after they had reached an 
“understanding,”—when she was at a 
State reception and the name of Prince 
Chlodwig von Hohenlohe-Schillingfurst 
was announced. He entered the room, 
with a lady (his wife) leaning on his 
arm—and the Baroness saw that he was 
“Count L.”” The Baroness was angry 
and demanded an explanation. The 
Prince said: 

“I am very honest with myself and I 
try to be equally so with others. And 
thus I will make you no vain promises. 
I cannot, I may not, offer you more 
than my arm to lean upon and trust to 
for protection for life, * * * Break 
with all else; be my true friend and I 
will cherish you forever.’’ 

And he did. Their relation extended 
over nearly # years, and children were 
born of it. German society condoned it. 
The great Bismarck chose her for a del- 
icate mission to Vienna. Letters from 
Hohenlohe reprinted in the book show 
him to have been an admirable lover, 
as skilled in the pretty speeches that 
women love as in. the exercise of the 
mailed fist and the adroit qualities of 
statesmanship. Their association was 
idyllic and there was but one break in 
it—~when the aged Chancellor, alone jn 
the world, gave her the alternative of 
marrying him immediately or breaking 
off their relations for all time. Bur 
she refused because she feared the 
world would charge her with taking ad- 
vantage of his years. Upon his per- 
sistence, they parted in anger, she to 
jump into a river to end her life. She 
was saved and the lovers were recon- 
ciled. That was the only cloud in their 
heaven in all the 40 years they lived 
together. (Putnam’s.)

Timothy frankly goes to his unele 
with his wonderful news of Drussilla’s 
love for him, and old Lot’s rage is fear- 
ful. He craftily plans a meeting with 
Drussilla, with the result that the girl 
feels she must give up Timothy for 
his own good. Timothy leaves Yarner a 
broken-hearted man, and  Drussilla 
comes near to death. 

She is saved and nursed back to health 
by John Redstone, whom she marries, 
but on the day she is saved, Lot Snow 
is murdered. 

All men dislike and mistrust Lot Snow, 
and there is none to hurry the finding 
of the man who did the deed, and he 
might never have been discovered had 
not an accident enabled an enemy of 
Timothy Snow’s to make use of tesfi- 
mony which he considered positive proof 
to further his own interests.

Mr. Philpott’s men and women, who 
live so close to nature, are strong and 
clean and true.

“THE PRICE SHE PAID.” 
HERE seems to be no end of the 
7 posthumous works of David Gra- 
ham Phillips, ‘“‘The Price She Paid’’ 
being the third issued since his assassi- 
nation a little over a year ago.

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THE CLARK-HARMON COMBINE. 

The report from Baltimore that the managers 
of Speaker Clark’s candidacy are determined to 
throw his strength to Gov. Harmon, should the 
Speaker be defeated, is interesting and signifi- 
cant. It emphasizes the character of Clark’s can- 
didacy and the composition of his support. 

Speaker Clark is stronger on paper than in 
actuality. His following is motley. Brought 
into the contest in Missouri to defeat former 
Gov. Folk, he was subsequently pushed in other 
states to check the progress of Gov. Wilson.

It was too successful to suit 
the other candidates. 

Many of the leaders who have been working for 
Clark in the open, but want another candidate, 
are looking to the final outcome.

He easily leads all the Demo- 
cratic candidates in personal support all over the 
country. This support is based upon a recog- 
nition of his eminent qualities for leadership. He 
occupies a unique position as a scholar whdé has 
proved his executive courage and capacity and as 
a statesman with an open, progressive, but judi- 
cious, mind, thoroughly grounded in sound prin- 
ciples.

In the whir of 
planets off their orbits and crash of worlds in 
the wildest days of the Roosevelt panic of 1907, 
there was ane man whose thoughts’ turned 
piously toward the financial dispenser of all good 
things. This was President Ransom H. Thomas 
of the New York Stock Exchange. His prayer 
for help in the hour of need was followed by a 
special interposition that brought immediate re- 
Hef and confused and confounded the unregener- 
ate and unbelieving. ; 

“We are going to let you have $25,000,000, 
Thomas,” said omnipotence, whose other name 
is Morgan, when the financiers were at the end 
of their rope and destruction threatened the 
stock market. It saved the day, for he did let 
them have ft, and it was not Morgan’s own 
money, either, but the money of the people, sup- 
plied by the Treasury Department to relieve the 
stringency. Mr. Morgan was permitted to make 
the distribution, no doubt with a nice discrim- 
ination between believers and scoffers. 

Control of the prosperity of the country through 
‘the centralized control of its money must not 
continue. The right of high, low and middle jus- 
tice in the financial realm must not be permitted 
to rest in the hands of any one man. The power 
of life and death over individual financial insti- 
tutions and industrial enterprises must be sur- 
rendered by the man or the men who have 
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sought these objects in the framing of their meas- 
ure, they are on the right track. 
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Things are approaching a crux at Chicago, 
but Theodore Roosevelt ang William H. Taft 
have still a long way to run for the presidency. 
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: UNRECONSTRUCTED AMERICANS. 

Among the most admirable as well as pictur- 
esque types of America’s past was the Southerner 
whom post-bellum days knew as the unrecon- 
structed rebel. 

He may have been constitutionally right; he 
may have been morally wrong. He may have 
stood on a mistaken principle, but to him it 
represented true Americanism and he stood on 
it. It is not the principle itself that we find 
laudable, but the enduring heroism of convictions 
based on principle. 

What this hour of passion needs are unrecon- 
structed Americans, men of principle, who will 
hold out and stand firm against the mad fads 
of demagogy and the insane follies of man-wor 
ship, the selfish passions of dictatorship and the 
powers of greed that threaten to sweep the re 
public from its constitutional moorings and fun- 
damental Americanisms. 

There need be no apology for the American 
principles at stake today. Opposition to despot- 
ism, to tyranny and unjust taxation, to inequality 
and privilege, to monarchy itself, are as old and 
as respectable as the republic itself. Defense of 
its constitutional forms and the triplicate system 
of legislative, executive and judicial functions, 
with respect for law and respect for courts, are 
essential to the republic’s very life. 

There is no such thing as an indestructible 
America without indestructible manhood and 
indestructible citizenship. Unless the crisis 
which confronts the nation is partially met by 
the overthrow of Theodore Roosevelt at Chicago 
it will wholly devolve upon the unreconstructed 
citizenship and deeper patriotism recruited from 
the country at large to save vital American prin- 
ciples in the face of frenzied passions the like 
of which have scarcely been witnessed since the 
Civil War.

Strengthen Flying Machines. 
To the Editor of the Post-Diagpatch. 

The collapse of the Wright flying machine, 
which caused the death of two men, proves that 
the structure of these machines needs attention. 
An examination of the biplane flying machine 
shows that it has upright struts and wires for 
stiffoning. These wires, adjusted diagonally, take 
the place of the cross struts in a bridge. And 
there is no curved member, as in arched bridges, 
to carry the weight, afford resilency and stiffen 
the entire structure. The biplane is practically 
a bridge, in about the center of which is sus- 
pended nearly all the weight. As constructed, it 
is not strong enough to stand the strain. Cross 
struts would help, but arched pieces, either of 
spruce or metal, on the arched bridge idea, would 
add enormously to the breaking resistance at the 
center, where the load causes the most strain.
